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1 . This action is responsive to the Applicant's amendment filed on June 30, 2004. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, and 3 - 10 are allowed (renumbered 1-9). 

3. Prior art taken either singly and/or in combination, does not teach or disclose the 
following features: 

In regard to independent claims 1 and 9: 

a version-up of a resource performed on a computer having a basic operating system 
region and a maintenance operating system region wherein an execution unit decides that 
an upgradeable resource has been accessed; arid stored resource information, to be 
applied by an update application program, is copied from the basic operating system 
region to the maintenance operating system region, then the boot information is modified 
so that the maintenance operating system is loaded on next boot-up; on next boot-up the 
maintenance operating system is expanded to the memory, and the existing resource is 
updated by applying the stored resource information of the update application program. 

In regard to independent claim 10: 

storing an application update in a basic operating system region; and using a maintenance 
operating system region for controlling the update process; and using the basic operating 
system region for control after the update process is complete. 
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The closest prior art is Lerche, U.S. Patent 6,457,175, which discloses a decision unit to 
determine if an upgradeable application has been loaded or not and copies a stored RAM 
upgrade image for boot up, but does not teach a basic operating system region and a maintenance 
operating region wherein upon loading an upgradeable application copies stored upgrade 
resource information from the basic operating system region to the maintenance operating 
system region to be applied by an update application program; nor modifies the boot information 
so that the maintenance operating system is loaded on next boot-up by which the application is 
upgraded to a new version. Therefore, the claimed invention improves a firmware version-up 
processing by detecting a version-tip requirement in another computer and automatically 
downloading and applying the version-up resource.
